They ſpread their garments inthe 
way, they cut down branches and ftrewed them in the 
way : And the multitude that went before, and that fol- 
lowed after, cried, Hoſanna to the Son of David ; Ho- 
ſanna in the bigheff. But the Scene was quickly 
changed ; they received him as their King ; aſter- 
ward they would have no other King but Ceſar. 
Here they cried, Hoſanna, Hoſanna; afterward a- 
way with him, away with him, crucifie him, cru- 
cific him ; as if they would have had him twice cru- 
cified : Here they fpread garments in his way ; af- 
terward they caſt lots for his garment : Here they 
cut down branches to ſpread betore him; and af- 
terward they prepared a Croſs, and a Crown of 
Thorns for him. O let not your carriage be ſuch 
toward Chriſt, after a reception of Peace and Com- 
fort from him! When you are got into Wifdoms 
ways, (which are ways of plcaſantnefs) take heed 
that you do not (then) ſtart a fide Jake a broken 
Bow. Say then concerning Chriſt , as Jacob did 
concerning the Angel, I will not let thee go. Let 
Chriſt be written in your Hearts with Golden Let- 

ters

ters, as it was ſaid of Jonatins, Let Chriſt be writ- 
ten in your Hearts with indelible Letters , that 
neither temptations nor tortures may blot it out. 
Keep cloſe to Chriſt in all humility and reverence, 
in all duties, and by all means keep up communion 
with him ; be no longer as a barren Wilderneſs to 
him, leſt he be again as a Land of Darkneſs to you. 
Grieve not the Spirit of Chriſt, which is the Cauſe 
of all Grace and Comfort : Reſiſt not the gracious 
motions of the Spirit of Chriſt, by carnal delights, 
or by ſinful praQtiſes: Let his Spirit have a full work: 
Let it be ſeen that the Spirit of Chriſt reigns in you, 
in that you will do nothing contrary to it. Spiritus 
Chriſti ita nos traat , ſicnt a nobis traflatur : The 
Spirit of Chriſt will handle you as you handle it. 
If you = grieve the Spirit of Chriſt, (by reſiſting 
the Holy motions of it) He may again vex your 
Spirits, in with-holding the comfortable influences 
of it. And therefore have an high eſteem of Chriſt, 
delight in him, and pleaſe him, by your obedience 
in the courſe of your life. By this means you may 
be like Saint Anthony the Monk, of whom it is laid, 
that he always appeared of a cheerful countenance. 
By this means you may be at peace with the crea- 
tures, at agreement with the ſtone of the wall, and 
beaſts of the Fields ; ſo that you may ſafely walk 
by the Lion, and tread upon the Bafilick : Hereby 


you may find inward Peace iy your Hearts and 
Con-

bate againſt the terrours of Sin, and the temprati 
ons of Satan; and may be poſleſied with ſuch qui 
etneſs of mind, as may make you in a time © 
mourning and ſuffering for Righteouſneſs, to re 
Joyce, not ouely in the promiſe, but in the polleſlio:
